Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument that Farmer is improper due to 
not showing a polygon shaped recess with vertical walls of about 2 mm formed about a bore is disagreed with. Farmer was not used to 
show this but Lee was. The argument that Farmer is improper due to not teacing a head with one material and the hosel of another is 
disagreed with. First the claims do not use these terms. Nothing in the claims requires the first material to be different than the second 
material. The argument that the reference of Lee is improper due to nothing in Lee mentioning that sides 71 engage with walls defining 
in hole 421 is disagreed. Clearly if this is not implied which the examiner believes looking at figure 4, when one skilled in the art looking 
at figure 4 and the knowledge one skilled in the art brings to figure 4 would make this an obvious conclusion. The argument that the 
reference of Lee is improper due to there is being no mention of the hole depth is disagreed with. Geary it has one and the claimed 
depth is a suitable selection. The argument that Lee is improper due to ther being no flared shoulder formed on a hosel and there being a 
hole depth and shoulder height is disagreed with. Lee shows prior art with a flared hosel base section (Fig. 1). This outward hosel 
design is a suitable outerward hosel design for figure 4 above the projection portion. 
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
